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}} Moods are an expensive commodity. The 

price we pay for negative moods can be 
prohibitive. The return we receive from positive 
moods offers a yield far beyond our expectation. 

Moods are particular states of mind affected by 
the emotions. We generally think of moods as 
negative expressions. Actually everyone has 
moods; for most of us they are shifting or tran- 
sitory. But they can be positive assets when we 
accept the responsibility of disciplining them and 
of controlling our emotional nature through the 
power of the Christ in us. 

We have all known some person who has a 
wonderful disposition and enjoys a reputation for 
having one. Then he indulges in a dark mood and 
gives a false impression of his real character, 
and his good disposition is questioned. 

We need to work toward the establishment of a 
state of mind in which our moods are consistently 
positive. And they will be consistently positive 
when we develop our spirituat nature through 


») O YOUR moods become you? They should. 
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prayer. A person of unpredictable moods can 
readily make others shy away from his presence 
and his association. Such moods will certainly not 
win friends for him or create good will in his 
world. 

How can we enjoy life, how can other people 
enjoy our company, if our moods are consistently 
unhappy, unfriendly, unco-operative, or indiffer- 
ent? And how can life be enjoyed without friends 
and associates? Since living is a matter of sharing, 
good living should mean sharing our good moods. 
It is imperative then to latch on to our positive 
moods and be loving, happy, friendly people who 
invite pleasant relationships. 

Consider what our positive moods do. They 
tell our fellow man that we are happy—happy 
with ourselves, with him, and with the world. 
Friendly moods reveal the warmth of our nature 
and invite other persons to feel closer to us and 
to seek to be in our company. Co-operative moods 
tell people we will not offer them resistance, but 
instead we will listen to their ideas with an open 
mind, and share our ideas with them with a will- 
ing spirit. Such moods hold the power to bless, 
and they are certain to give new meaning to life. 

In Truth we learn that we are co-creators with 
God. We learn that we can conquer any unhappy 
mood when we are steadfast in directing our 
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thoughts toward the positive. However, just think- 
ing positive thoughts is not enough. We must 
learn to speak the words that support our positive 
thoughts, and we must learn to live in a way that 
affirms our positive words. Then we will no longer 
be fearful of falling into moods that we do not 
understand, or of having to contend with such 
moods in other persons. We shall be given the 
courage to rise above these states of mind or to 
lift them up. When we need to understand un- 
happy moods in order to handle them, we shall 
be given the understanding. When we need to 
replace them, we shall be given the wisdom to 
replace them with cheerful, happy moods. 

We can begin living in this way by practicing 
the Golden Rule. As we do unto others as we 
would have them do unto us, we shall think and 
speak of others as we would have them think and 
speak of us. Even as we consider applying such a 
rule in our life we realize that we cannot practice 
it effectively if we are in a negative mood. And 
negative moods cannot remain in such a climate of 
love. 

Good moods promote peace. We find it easy to 
become one with our fellow men and to free our- 
selves from any thought of differences when we 
are in a good mood. We find it easy to look be- 
yond appearances and behold the adjusted, per-

fected, completed outcome when we are in a good 
mood. 

We all have days in which everything is exactly 
right with our world. We enjoy life and it is a 
satisfying experience; everyone we meet is in ac- 
cord with us; our enthusiasm and energy are 
geared to handle every demand regardless of its 
proportions. Perhaps we do not know how to ac- 
count for this exalted, radiant feeling that we are 
experiencing without any conscious effort on our 
part. The truth is that on such days we are our 
real selves. We are in tune with God and with His 
infinite goodness. On such days we are living the 
life He would have His children live. 

In a pamphlet, “Christ Likeness,” sent out by 
Silent Unity, the prayer group of Unity School, 
we are told: “As we study the life of Christ and 
meditate upon the nature of His being we learn 
to see with Christlike vision. We see ourselves 
as children of God, strong, glorious, triumphant 
over all that is not acceptable in the sight of the 
Father.

OMETIMES when we have a decision to make 
we weigh the matter back and forth so 
much, we talk about it so much that we scat- 

ter our thought forces and find it difficult to come 
to any positive conclusion.
